ORR Student Fundraises for 3-D Printer

It is time for technology at Old Rochester 
Regional High School to enter the 21^* century, thinks 
junior Drew Robert, so he has taken the first step towards 
leading the school into the future of technology education. 

Robert has taken just about every technology 
course offered at ORR. 

"And I wanted more,'' said Robert during the 
Robotics class taught by Thomas Norris, in which Robert 
now acts as Norris' s teacher's assistant. 

Technology is evolving fast, said Robert, and even 
though the school has been acquiring new technological 
devices for students to implement into the school 
curriculum, Robert wants to take it to the next dimension 
- the third dimension, with a 3-D printer for the school to 
call its own.

to raise $1,250 before April. Even some students have 
donated money towards the 3-D printer, according to 
Norris, which makes acquiring the printer a vested 
interest for the students. Norris said he supports Robert's 
efforts, calling Robert ''a model student.'' 

"If I didn't think he could handle it, I wouldn't 
have had him try for it," said Norris about Robert's 
ambition to land a 3-D printer for ORR. "I think it'll be a 
successful venture." 

Robert went on about the potential uses of the 
printer, saying it would enhance the engineering courses 
by allowing students to print models that they design in 
class. For example, students could print out a model of a 
bridge they design and test the limits of its engineering.

The problem at ORR is that access to the latest 
technology is limited. Robert said, as far as technology 
equipment goes, ''there isn't a lot here." He said for 
engineering students, outside of computers, there is a 
wood cutting machine but that is about it. 

Norris said a 3-D printer could change some 
of the technology course offerings at ORR, and having 
one would also benefit the entire school. Norris said the 
printer could be integrated into the biology curriculum at 
ORR as well, and even into fine arts. 

"Yd love to open it up to the entire school so kids 
can get a chance to see how it works and to use it," said 
Robert. 

As for Robert's efforts, Norris said Robert is doing 
a great job so far on behalf of all the students at ORR who 
want to make a 3-D printer at the school a solid reality. 

"We're out of the world of pencils and paper," 
said Robert. "We're into the world of computer design."

telephone call between Myrtle Beach and Mattapoisett.

only 17, daringly dashing about the English countryside 
as a lorry driver. 

Sylvia had signed up to help England in its time 
of need. She recounts today that she loved the work, felt 
it was important, and was pleased that she learned to 
drive well enough to handle the large lumbering vehicles 
known as lorries. She was a 'spit-fire' ready to fight the 
enemy. 

She grew up in the country where hunting for 
rabbits supplemented the family's diet, keeping dogs 
was strictly for getting rid of rats, and developing 
homemaking skills of every sort was critical to surviving. 
The war would mandate the use of all these talents. 
Sylvia was young, healthy, full of spunk, and with a steel 
backbone. Those last two qualities serve her well today. 

She married her Yank and then immigrated to 
the United States after the war. The West Virginia parcel 
to which he brought her was not that different from the 
place she had just left, but now there was a grand future 
- a future full of food and warmth and physical love, all 
things she had not really known in England. They built 
a home and filled it with children, became part of the 
church community that was so important to them both, 
and lived happily for years. 

Then the accident happened. A drunk driver 
crashed into their car. Her husband was killed, and Sylvia 
sustained serious injures to her legs. In an instant, she 
became a widow. 

Her faith in God and self-confidence would help 
to sustain her in the coming weeks, months, years. But 
nothing could lessen the loss of her beloved husband. Life 
moved on carrying Sylvia with it. Her children needed 
her. Grief would be her secret companion. 

When she retired, she spent the winter months 
in Florida. Living within her meager means, she took 
up residence in a small travel trailer set on a campsite 
surrounded by other widows and retirees. Here, 
neighbors were close by, social activities aplenty, and most 
of all, distractions from her interior dialog. Sylvia enjoyed 
it all and participated in everything. She was attractive 
and vigorous and full of life. Some of her spunk had 
returned.

Roland and his first wife were part of that 
community and knew Sylvia. One winter, he returned 
to the campgrounds a widower. His wife had died 
unexpectedly. There was plenty of tea and sympathy 
from the social circle to provide Roland with a balm for 
his grieving soul. And there was Sylvia. Before long, their 
casual relationship changed to something much more. 

Roland and Sylvia wouldn't waste any time. It 
was too precious a commodity. They were from an era 
whose moral code dictated marriage if they wished to be 
really together. They didn't want it any other way. They 
married soon thereafter. They were happy. They were 
deeply in love. I witnessed their giddy response to one 
another on many occasions. Not unlike teenagers who 
are tickled at the sight of their new love - except for their 
white hair and aged faces - Roland and Sylvia could have 
been mistaken for kids. 

Of course, they didn't hold any illusion that they 
would have decades together. They simply hoped for as 
many healthy, happy years as God was willing to provide. 
They filled their days with the joy of being together. It 
lasted for ten blissful years. 

She has shared that with me, and although you 
never really get over a loved one dying, you can learn to 
live and love again. She is grateful for the time she had 
with both her husbands, but it is Roland who she longs 
for as she recalls everything about him that she holds dear 
and dreams about at night.

Another Christmas rolls around, another phone 
call from Sylvia. "Hello Mare-e-lou, it is Sylvia/' she 
always confirms. After she reminds me of the litany of 
physical ailments that now slow down her otherwise 
willing spirit, we fall into our usual touching-base 
conversation. 

She'll want an update on all of Roland's family 
members. Fll begin to give her what little information I 
have, even repeating myself from talking points shared 
during previous conversations. She'll accept it all as new 
information with grace. Inevitably, only a few minutes 
pass when she announces, "Oh, I miss my Roland!" It is 
said with pain as real as the day she found him dying in 
the yard while mowing the lawn. It has indeed been a 
very long twenty years for Sylvia. 

She is my hero on so many levels. She has had 
to bury a son and two husbands. The pain, loss, and 
sorrow she has endured while finding the strength to 
give of herself to others, even at her advanced age, speaks 
volumes to the character of this woman.

raze an existing house and build a new one. 

Engineer David Davignon described the plan to 
construct a new two-story house, located within a flood 
zone, according to the flood plain requirements.

Applicants Make Pitch for CPC Funds 

Mattapoisett Community Preservation Commission 
By Jean Perry 
The Mattapoisett Community Preservation 
Commission reviewed the applications of several projects 
looking for 2015 CPC funding on December 18, when 
applicants gave commission members the details of 
their proposals, hoping that they will receive the CPC's 
support. 

The role of the CPC is to decide how to spread 
Town Meeting approved taxpayer funds reserved 
specifically for community preservation among several 
interests: housing, recreation, historical preservation, and 
open space. 

The commission reviewed seven applications 
that evening, altogether requesting a total of $469,230. 
Town Meeting has approved allotting $94,883 for Housing 
Reserve; $55,285 for Historical Reserve; and $29,883 for 
Open Space Reserve. The Designated Reserve currently 
has $99,070; the Undesignated Reserve is currently at a 
total of $87,640; and an additional $146,999 is available 
from the tax-override. 

One application is under further review, pending

ongoing conservation and cataloging of its archives. 

The Historical Society also requested $22,750 for 
the restoration and refinishing of the original windows of 
its historic 1821 building. 

The Town of Mattapoisett applied for $7,500 to 
replace the wooden split rail fence on two sides of the 
waterfront at Shipyard Park. 

The Town also applied for funding to go towards 
the short wharf fender repairs as part of the Historic Town 
Wharves restoration project. The Town requested funding 
for three different options: Option A requests $130,000; 
Option B requests $70,000; and Option C is a request for a 
total of $240,000 for the project. 

The CPC is in what it considers Phase 2 of the 
review process for selecting which projects will receive 
CPC funding. Michael Gagne, town administrator, 
still needs to give his presentations to the commission 
regarding the two applications for the Town. 

During a follow-up interview, CPC Chairman 
John DeCosta said the commission is a little more behind 
in the process than in previous years, by about a month. 
DeCosta said that by February, the commission will have 
scored each project using the point system it uses to 
evaluate each project to determine which projects are at 
the top of the priority list. 

"And then it becomes a matter of which we 
can afford and where we draw the line with that,'' said 
DeCosta. Looking at the big picture, he added, "We may 
have enough money, but we might not have enough 
between accounts," to fund all the projects within their 
categories, he stated. 

After it selects which projects to fund, the CPC 
will forward its recommendations to the selectmen before 
Town Meeting in May. 

"Town Meeting will make the final approval," 
stated DeCosta. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Community 
Preservation Commission is scheduled for January 15 at 
6:30 pm at Center School.

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Sewer Stub Questioned 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

Returning for another informal discussion with 
the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission was Ronald 
Sylvia, an abutter to 16 Cove Street, which was deemed 
an unbuildable lot in 1997 by the Mattapoisett Building 
Department. 

Sylvia had previously brought to the attention of 
the Conservation Commission a questionable sewer stub 
at that location that caused him to wonder if the lot would 
be designated buildable in the future. His main concern 
was that the area was a barrier beach, and as such, no new 
housing units could be permitted. 

Sylvia returned on December 22 to share his 
conversation with the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection and to once again point out that 
the plan of record, which the ConCom conditioned for 
sewer installation, did not include number 16. Sylvia said 
the DEP told him that since the 10-day hearing process 
at the state level had passed, the local Conservation 
Commission was the correct authority to which he should 
address his concerns. 

Janice Brockman of 14 Cove Street was also in 
attendance to lend support to Sylvia and to hear how 
the apparent conflicting documentation might have 
happened.

Ronny/' said Conservation Commission Chairman Bob 
Rogers. ''I don't want to spin you around, but if you 
haven't been to a Sewer Commission meeting, that would 
suit you better.'' Rogers went on to impress upon Sylvia 
that he was not willing to speak about specific properties 
or make any decisions without the other landowner 
being given sufficient notice of a public hearing. This was 
simply an informal meeting, Rogers reminded Sylvia. 

"It's probably an honest mistake, it's an easy 
mistake to make," said Rogers. "We are going to figure 
out what needs to be done with the help of the Sewer 
Commission." He then told Sylvia to get on the agenda 
with that commission so they could hear his concerns and 
look into the matter. 

Rogers also said that maybe the owners simply 
wanted to use the sewer connection for their trailer 
during the summer season and that he did not believe 
anything underhanded was taking place. Historically, the 
lot in question has been used as a seasonal campsite with 
the placement of a travel trailer that is not permanently in 
place. 

Sylvia had hoped the Conservation Commission 
would find the Cove Street sewer project in violation of 
its permit by placing a sewer stub on a lot that was not on 
the plan of record. That did not happen. 

The commission members, with Rogers in the 
lead, had reviewed all available documents prior to the 
meeting. Rogers said that he had spoken to Water and

Satisfied that Rogers would be in contact with the 
Sewer Commission and armed with the knowledge that 
such a commission existed and controlled public sewer 
service, Sylvia thanked the commission. 

In other business, Patricia Cunniff, 9 Avenue

Highway Superintendent Barry Denham, with 
the Town's engineer John Connell of Field Engineering, 
was present to discuss the Acushnet Road culvert 
reconstruction. 

They plan to shore up the headwalls of the 
damaged culvert for the season in an effort to try and 
minimize potential storm water damage. They will also 
remove the roadway expansion over the culvert. The 
culvert is in imminent danger of completely collapsing, 
Connell said, if this stopgap work is not done. 

Connell said that they would have a complete 
plan ready for state review in January with work to begin 
in spring 2015.

Unbroken. Starring Jack O'Connell and Domhnall 
Gleeson. Directed by Angelina Jolie. Running 
time: 137 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

"If you can take it, you can make it," says the 
helpful brother of Louis Zamperini (Jack O'Connell) 
early in Unbroken, giving us, though not Louis, an 
idea of what we're in for. What does it take ~ what 
fortitude, what inner reserves of strength or patience 
~ to make it to the end of Unbroken? The first hour 
cuts back and forth between Louis' pre-war life as 
just the fastest, bestest runner you ever saw, and 
Louis as a bombardier in World War II, before his 
plane goes down in the ocean and he and two fellow 
soldiers survive on a raft for forty-seven days. Then 
the raft bumps into a Japanese warship. From there, 
you will spend the next sixty-five minutes with 
Louis in a POW camp and then a colder POW camp. 

These epics (usually singing the praises 
of the Greatest Generation) that make a virtue of 
endurance always make the mistake of demanding 
endurance of the audience as well. There's an 
element of shaming in this: If Louis Zamperini could 
spend years of his life being tortured in a POW 
camp, you can spend two hours of yours watching 
him being tortured, you non-Greatest Generation 
sissies. Based on a bestseller by Laura Hillenbrand, 
Unbroken has attracted a lot of intelligent talent: 
a run of screenwriters (William Nicholson, then 
Richard LaGravenese, then Joel and Ethan Coen) 
and director Angelina Jolie, and it's hard to say what 
enticed any of them. The movie is about a man who 
suffers and perseveres and survives, and it isn't 
about anything other than that. 

Well, maybe it is: it's also about homoerotic 
sadism, a theme that most every prison yarn is good 




for, even after Jean Genet's Un Chant D' Amour made 
it explicit in 1950. Louis draws the eye of Mutsuhiro 
Watanabe (Miyavi), aka "the Bird," a POW sergeant 
who takes out his career frustration on the allied 
prisoners and especially on tough, attractive Louis. 
This sadist looks and acts feminine and sometimes 
seems to be leching after Louis; after a while, 
nobody else in the camp interests Watanabe ~ he 
only has eyes for Louis. This all is drawn crudely, 
with none of the formal tension of something like 
Merry Christmas, Mr. Lawrence. I haven't read the 
book ~ did the born-again Louis make as much of 
Watanabe' s fixation on him as the film does? Jolie, 
good liberal that she is, presents the dynamic but 
mutes it. As it is, Watanabe represents nothing but 
grinning sadism, as Louis stands for nothing but 
stoic American Christian resilience. 

After the CIA torture report has come to 
light, it's amusing that an epic about the spiritual 
value of enduring torture should become the 
country's big Christmas Day release. Is Louis meant 
to be our very own American Christ, suffering for 
humanity's sins and then forgiving his tormentors 
(as we're told at the end, in some onscreen text that 
might' ve made for a more interesting film than the 
one we've just sat through)? Jolie straight-up turns 
Louis into Jesus at one point, when Louis, carrying a 
heavy plank over his head, casts a cruciform shadow 
on the soil of the prison camp. Louis hefting the 
plank is also the central image of the marketing. 
What's actually going on here? Those who made 
this long, grinding tribute to The Passion of the 
American may find the question hurtful, but I say if 
you make it, you can take it.
